A day after the cash advance scandal went 
public, HRM’s acting chief administrator 
announced his retirement. 

But Mayor Peter Kelly said he won’t be 
following suit. 

“Given the issues of the last couple of 
days, I felt it was the right thing to do — 
for me personally, for my organization, 
and for the community that I serve,” 
Anstey said in a statement released yester¬ 
day afternoon. 

Council has learned Anstey went 
against policy and gave concert promoter 
Harold MacKay an unauthorized $400,000 
forgivable grant to ensure the concerts on 
the Halifax Common would go on last 
summer. 

MacKay said the plug would be pulled if 
he didn’t get more money. 

Anstey said he believed he was making 
the right choice for HRM. The municipali¬ 
ty had already invested $1.8 million in the 
concerts. That money was paid back. 

“Of course, if I had to do it over again, I 
would do things differently,” his statement 
read. 

Along with Anstey, Kelly faced a lot of

criticism yesterday. 

“They made the decision which breaks 
the HRM charter and the mayor is in abuse 
of his office,” said Coun.

Kelly said he attended several meetings 
with the promoter, but was only aware of 
the cash advance after it happened. 

“After the meeting they went away and 
Mr. Anstey reviewed options or opportuni¬ 
ties and he made the decision,” Kelly said.

Cody Muise, 21, and a 17- 
year-old male whose name 
is protected under the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act 
were recently arrested and 
charged yesterday with 
first-degree murder. 

An 18-year-old male, 
whose identity is protected 
because he was a youth at 
the time, was charged with 
the same offence on March 
8 . 

Police say the investiga¬ 
tion is not over and allege 
there are still several more 
people who assisted the 
three either before or after 
the murder. 

They warn that anyone 
else involved is facing an ac¬ 
cessory to murder charge.

‘Samurai’ fight invisible enemy — radiation 


They risk explosions, fire 
and an invisible enemy — 
radiation that could kill 
quickly or decades later — 
as they race to avert disas¬ 
ter inside a dark, overheat¬ 
ed nuclear plant. 

The 180 emergency 
workers at Japan’s 
crippled Fukushima Dai- 
ichi complex are emerging 
as public heroes in the 
wake of the earthquake 
and tsunami. 

Dubbed by some as 
modern-day samurai, the 


technicians were ordered 
back to work last night 
after a surge of radiation 
forced them to leave their 
posts for hours. 

“I don’t know any other 
way to say it, but this is 
like suicide fighters in a 
war,” said Keiichi 
Nalcagawa, associate pro¬ 
fessor of the department 
of radiology at the Univer¬ 
sity of Tokyo Hospital. 

Small teams of the still- 
anonymous emergency 
workers rush in and out 



for 10 to 15 minutes at a 
time to pump sea water in¬ 
to the plant’s overheated 
reactors, monitor them 
and clear debris from ex¬ 
plosions. Any longer 
would make their 
exposure to radioactivity 
too great. 

The workers wear cov¬ 
eralls, full-face masks with 
filters, helmets and 
double-layer gloves when 
they enter areas risking 
radiation exposure.

International 
pedophile ring 
busted: Police 

O Victims between the ages of seven and 14 O Online 
forum members could exchange abuse photos, video 


Police said yesterday they 
have smashed a huge in¬ 
ternational pedophile ring, 
rescuing 230 children and 
arresting 184 suspects — 
including teachers and po¬ 
lice officers. 

The three-year investi¬ 
gation codenamed Opera¬ 
tion Rescue identified and 
safeguarded children in 
more than 30 countries by 
arresting people suspected 
of abusing them, said Rob 
Wainwright, director of 
the European Union police 
agency Europol. 

The ring was centred on 
an Amsterdam-based on¬ 
line forum called 
boylover.net, which Wain¬ 
wright described as “prob¬ 
ably the largest online

pedophile network in the 
world.” 

The heavily encrypted 
forum, whose administra¬ 
tor appeared in a Dutch 
court on Tuesday charged 
with sex offences, had up 


to 70,000 members. 

The investigation was 
led by Britain’s Child Ex¬ 
ploitation and Online Pro¬ 
tection Centre but 
involved agencies as far 
away as Australia, the Unit¬ 
ed States and Thailand. 

Peter Davies of the 
British child protection 
centre said there would be 
more arrests. 

“Those who have been 
members of the site can 
expect a knock on the 
door in the very near fu¬ 
ture,” he said. 

Wainwright said the site 
was designed as a discus¬ 
sion forum where pe¬ 
dophiles could “share their 
sexual interest in young

Steadfast 
growth 
ahead: TD 

The Canadian economy 
will overcome any ef¬ 
fects from the crisis in 
Japan and expand faster 
than was expected a few 
months ago, TD Bank 
predicts. 

The bank’s new fore¬ 
cast has the economy 
growing strongly in the 
first half of this year and 


slowing in the latter half. 
For the year, TD expects 
the economy will expand 
by three per cent, half a 
point more than its pre¬ 
vious estimate and 0.6 
percentage points higher 
than the Bank of Cana¬ 
da’s projection. The 
growth will be most 
prominent in Newfound¬ 
land and the Prairies, but 
Ontario’s economy will 
also rise by 2.9 per cent, 
TD says. 

TD’s sunnier outlook 
stems from the strong 
3.3 per cent growth in 
the fourth quarter.

Xoom versus iPad: 
Tablet smackdown 


Motorola Mobility Inc. will 
launch a Wi-Fi-only version 
of its Xoom tablet comput¬ 
er in the U.S. for $599. The 
Xoom is a prominent com¬ 
petitor to Apple Inc.’s iPad. 

The Wi-Fi-only iPad 2 
with 32 gigabytes of flash 
memoiy, the same amount 
as the Xoom, also costs 
$599 US. 

Both tablets have fast 
dual-core processors and 
two cameras. But the Mo¬ 


torola Mobility tablet runs 
Google Inc.’s Android soft¬ 
ware, while the iPad runs a 
version of the iPhone’s 
software. 

Manufacturers tiying to 
take on the iPad have had a 
hard time matching the 
iPad’s price, but that could 
change with the Xoom, 
which goes on sale March 
27. There’s no word yet of 
a Canadian release date.

Apple kid-proofs 
iTunes purchases 


O Parents dinged hundreds of dollars for wagonloads of Smurfberries 


Apple Inc. has changed 
how purchases inside 
iPhone and iPad games 
are authorized after cus¬ 
tomers complained that 
their children were rack¬ 
ing up hundreds of dol¬ 
lars in charges. 

The issue was that after 
a user entered his or her 
iTunes password on a de¬ 
vice, the device didn’t 
prompt for the password 
again for 15 minutes. Any 
purchases went through 
without a new password 
prompt. This meant that 
parents who handed over 
their iPhones or iPads to 
their children were some¬ 
times shocked by large 
bills for Smurfberries and 
other virtual bling. 

After complaints from 
parents, the U.S. Federal 
Trade Commission looked 
into the issue. With the 
iOS 4.3 software update, 
Apple devices have one

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Corned Beef & Potato Pancakes 


When the people of 
Dublin, Ireland elected 
their first Jewish mayor, 
Robert Briscoe in 1956, 
baseball legend Yogi 
Berra allegedly ex¬ 
claimed, “Only in Ameri¬ 
ca!” 

This St. Patrick’s Day 
recipe for corned beef 
and potato pancakes with 
pickled cabbage creme 
ffaiche was created in 
that same spirit. 

Potato latlces, tradi¬ 
tionally served at 
Hanulckah, are the inspi¬ 
ration for these crispy po¬ 
tato and onion patties. 

But in this version, 
flavourful shreds of 
corned beef along with a 
pickled cabbage topping 
are added as a tribute to 
Ireland. 

Be sure to use pre¬ 
shredded hash brown po¬ 
tatoes, which can be 
found in either the pro¬ 
duce or daily section of 
most grocers. 

These are much drier 
than freshly grated pota¬ 
toes and will ensure 
crispy results that hold 
together well in the fry¬ 
ing pan. 

If you can’t find those, 
you can peel and shred 
your own russets. 

But before cooking 
them, roll the shreds up 
in a clean dish towel, 
then squeeze out as much 
moisture as possible.
